I T WOULD put Sierra Madre 
on the map as never be¬ 
fore if the road leading out of 
Huntington Drive at San 
Marino and running straight 
through Lamanda Park and 
Hastings Ranch and Sierra 
Madre were named Sierra 
Madre Boulevard. Our city 
planners already have taken 
that up with the County Plan¬ 
ning Commission. The first 
step must be for us to change 
the name of Central avenue to 
Sierra Madre Boulevard. As 
part of the road in San Marino 
already is named Sierra Madre 
avenue, it will be logical to 
name the road connecting the 
two ends Sierra Madre Boule¬ 
vard, too, and to get the 
Pasadena street named Sierra 
Madre and our own Sierra 
Madre avenue to change 
names. Oskar Seiling has sug¬ 
gested that the latter be 
named Mar-a-Sierra, "Sea to 
Mountains.”

culiar properties of moisture in 
the earth is that the harder and 
more compact the earth becomes, 
the quicker the moisture rises 
and is evaporated. The tightly 
packed particles which form small 
capillary tubes force the water 
to the surface at a greater 
speed when the pressure of the 
compacting earth is exerted on 
them. By finely pulverizing the 
earth this pressure is relieved, 
and the moisture conserved; the 
remedy is known as "dry mulch¬ 
ing.” 

Surface soil should be loosened 
in every case before moisture is 
applied, as it assists the water 
to penetrate deeper, and prevents 
evaporation. 


T OO MUCH cannot be said 
about the importance of 
having a well mulched soil if 
you expect to grow good flowers, 
or vegetables. This is especially 
true where the garden is situa¬ 
ted in a hot weather belt, or if 
light, sandy soil is prevalent. As 
moisture is of first importance to 
p’ant life, the conservation of it 
where circumstances do not per¬ 
mit an adequate supply is best 
done by a thorough mulch. 

Not only will the mulch pre¬ 
vent evaporation, but it will add 
a certain measure of valuable 
plant food which is desirable for 
all plant growth. Manure, par¬ 
tially decayed, is exceptionally 
good because of its richness in 
nitrogen and other foods. It is 
not satisfactory in many cases, 
however, because of the presence 
of undesirable seeds which might 
germinate and cause a “dirty” 
garden. There are many substi¬ 
tutes, among which are peat 
moss, decayed garden litter, lawn- 
mowings, and various others. 

Loosening the soil enough to 
let a good soaking of water pene¬ 
trate down to the roots before 
mulching will make the process 
more effective. The mulch itself 
should be about 3 inches deep, 
and when succeeding waterings 
are needed,

“I read with much interest 
your letter to Henry Farrell, Jr., 
chairman of the Los Angeles 
County Welfare Commission. You 
have expressed the situation so 
admirably that I am impelled to 
write to you at once in hearty 
commendation. I agree with you 
thoroughly. 

“The law-abiding type of liquor 
dealer, as a rule, does not want 
to conduct a dance hall with 
liquor selling.

Farm Taxes Drop 

Values Rise

M ARKED improvement in the 
farm outlook, both national¬ 
ly and in California, is reflected 
in two shafts of economic sun- j 
shine reported by the United 
States Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. 

The federal department finds 
that farm real estate taxes, com¬ 
puted on a per-acre basis, de¬ 
creased an average of 13 percent 
from 1932 to 1933 in 16 states 
(including California) which 
came under its survey . 

And hand-in-hand with the 
drop in taxes, the federal agency 
reports a small increase in farm 
real estate values—a jump of ap¬ 
proximately 3 per cent in the 
country as a whole. 

In California, according to the 
survey, land values have climbed 
back to 97 per cent of pre-war 
(1912-14) values. 

In California, also, the farm 
tax burden, due to the savings 
accomplished under the Riley- 
Stewart Tax Relief Plan, has 
been reduced this year from 20 
to 40 per cent, varying accord¬ 
ing to areas and local conditions.
